much, because the grower of 
beef cattle has had no really 
profitable year during the past four years. There are, however, 
some features of the present situation that make the future for 
beef production look a little brighter. Among them are: ; 

1. Beef consumption in the United States is now at the point 
where the country is just about consuming all the beef that is 
being produced. 

2. Indications are that hog production may show some de- 
crease during the present ‘year and if this occurs the per capita 
consumption of beef, which is already on the. increase, will at least 
be maintained and probably incrcased still further. 

3. For the past year or more men who have been raising beef 
cattle and especially those who have been fattening the cattle they 
raised before marketing them have been getting good prices for 
the feeds they have marketed through the cattle. 

4, The beef industry is again in the hands of the best breeders, 


growers and feeders and is located principally on farms and ranch- - 


es that are suited to it. This means better average success and 
profit to those men who are handling beef cattle in the future. 

Future Looks Brighter.—As a matter of fact, the beef cattle 
business is in such condition just now that it is again looking at- 
tractive to many farmers. It is in such a condition that the efficient 
cattle grower and the efficient cattle feeder should both make rea- 
sonable profits. It is not our purpose, however, to encourage any 
farmer to go into any phase of beef cattle production. The raising or 
the fattening of beef cattle is not suited to every farm in Minnesota 
and if it can be kept in the hands of those men who are suited to 
it and on those farms that are suited to it, profits from it will be 
much more certain than if too many farmers try to go into it. 
It is up to every one who contemplates going into beef cattle pro- 
duction in any way to study his own situation and the suitability 
of his farm to the production or fattening of beef cattle and then 
decide whether he should handle beef cattle of any kind or not and 
how he might utilize beef cattle to the best advantage on his farm. 

Two Methods of Utilizing Beef Cattle in Farm Management — 
There are two principal plans by which beef cattle can be fitted 
into the farming system on some Minnesota farms. 

1, There are some farms that are especially suited to the pur- 
chase of thin cattle and fattening them for market. For the most 
part these are quarter section or half section farms on which prac- 
tically the entire acreage is suited to crop production. Thus all the 
labor available and all the land can be used for crop production 
in the summer and the crops produced can be fed to the fattening 
cattle in the winter. The important factors in determining the 
profit from such an enterprise are the margin that the feeder is 
able to secure in the selling price over the cost price per pound and 
the success he meets in making good gains at a reasonable cost. 

2. On a good many farms in Minnesota the acreage is large 
and the farm can be managed most efficiently if part of the land 
is used for pasture so it will not have to be cultivated or a crop 
harvested from it every year. On such farms the farmer who 
chooses to handle beef cattle can usually make the most money by 
keeping a cow herd and raising calves. In this plan of raising

solved without great difficul- 
ty by the use of good, careful 
judgment in the selection of 
breeding stock. The second is more difficult to solve and involves 
a good many factors, some of which may be enumerated as follows: 

(1) One should have the cows calve in the spring of the year 
so as to reduce the labor requirement, and the winter feed require- 
ment in carrying the cow herd, to the minimum. Having the cows 
calve in the spring also makes possible the maximum utilization of 
pasture in raising calves. 

(2) The maximum profit per cow can only be made when the 
calves are fattened on the same farm on which they are raised, 
though the type of farm and crops grown will determine whether 
calves should be sold as feeders or fattened. 

(3) Suitable pasture and suitable winter feeds must be pro- 
vided at a low cost by growing those feed crops known to be suit- 
able to the feeding of beef cattle. 

(4) Investment in buildings and equipment must be kept to 
as low a point as will permit of properly housing the cattle. 

Progress Made by Beef Cattlemen.—There has been a great 
deal of progressive development in beef cattle raising in Minnesota 
during the past year or two. More and more cattle growers in 
Minnesota are fattening their surplus cattle before marketing them. 
These men are finding their cattle more profitable than they were 
before. Many beef cattle growers are providing better pastures, 
and are rapidly taking up the growing of alfalfa, clover, sweet 
clover and soy beans, thus providing feeds that help to raise the 
protein content of the winter ration. Many are paying more atten- 
tion to the selection of breeding stock and to the marketing of the 
finished product. This is all development in the right direction, 
development toward larger profits. But development along these 
lines must continue still further in the future. If the beef pro- 
ducer expects the American public to continue to eat beef and to 
eat more beef and to pay a good price for it he must first pro- 
duce good beef that the consumer will like and be satisfied with. 
Then whether or not there will be a profit in beef cattle depends on 
a good many things, such as how cheaply this good beef can be 
produced, how well the buying public can afford to pay for it, how 
much foreign competition is encountered, how much competition 
it gets from other food products that can serve the same purpose. 

There has been a great deal of development during the past 
year that is favorable to the beef producer and there are at present 
many indications that the man who looks upon beef production as 
a means of increasing the profits from a farm, rather than as a 
speculative enterprise, will succeed in the future as such beef cattle 
farmers have nearly always succeeded in the past.

Losses Suffered by Range Cattle Industry in 1922

uction studies made by the 
Department of pon 

iled reports covering about cat- 
oo 8 in Colorado, New Mexico, and 
Oklahoma, for 1922, show it cost prairie 
ranchmen in that year an actual cash out- 
lay of $27.98 to produce a calf which sold on 
ga ranch for $21.50. It cost cattlemen oper- 
ating mountain ranches a cash outlay of 
$31.68 to produce a calf which sold for 
$25.00. Prairie ranches thus lost $6.48 per 
calf and mountain ranches $6.68 per calf. 
In addition to this loss, the ranch proprie- 
tors received no interest on their investment 
and no return for their own labor. 

Production costs differed widely on the 
ranches studied. One ranch with a calf crop 
of 70 per cent, had a gross cost per calf of 
$32.50, while another ranch, which had a 
calf crop of only 36 per cent, had a gross 
cost per calf of $66.12. Methods of manag- 
ing the breeding herd, says the department, 
were largely responsible for this differ- 
ence in cost. In general, it is declared, the 
size of the calf crop, the winter feed bill 
and the labor cost were the factors having 
the most influence on the cost of calf pro- 
duction. On 17 prairie ranches the cost per 
calf varied from $19.46 to $82.60, while on 
24 mountain ranches the cost varied from 
$28.66 to $66.12. — 

On the 17 prairie ranches the average an- 
uall gross cost of carrying a cow was $20.51. 
This total included leases paid on land, act- 
ual interest paid on land and cattle, interest 
on the operator’s investment, and a charge 
for the labor of the operator for work act- 
ually done. On the mountain ranges the an- 
nual gross cost of carrying a cow was $3.58 
more than on the prairie ranches. This high- 
er cost was mainl'y due to the greater ex- 
pense of feed and labor required in handling 
cattle on the mountain ranches. 

Breeding herds on the ranches, says the 
department, compared favorably with the 
best cattle owned by western stock growers. 
The value of breeding cows on the moun- 
tain ranches varied from $33.00 to $72.00 
per head, with an average value of 
$48.97. The value of bulls averaged from 
$80 to $298. Some individual bulls cost as 
high as $350 to $500. 

Costs on some ranches were greatly in- 
creased by blizzards which destroyed many 
calves at calving time. On some forest ran- 
ges there was a heavy death loss from lark- 
spur and other poisonous plants. Much loss 
from poisonous plants, says the department, 
can be avoided by fencing the worst patches, 
herding cattle away from them, or grubbing 
scattered larkspur. 

Many areas in the national forests in Col- 
orado, the department says, should be con-

trolled by means of fences wherever practi- 
cal. Any change that would enable stock- 
men to fence and improve their leased for- 
est land so that they can protect their herds, 
would help to cut production costs material- 
ly. The department says long term leases, 
under conditions holding each ranchman re- 
sponsible for the part he occupies, would 
encourage the protection of the carrying ca- 
pacity of the forest ranges. 

In order that cattlemen may operate on 
the national forests efficiently, it is said, 
they should be permitted to graze a large 
enough number of cattle to make an effici- 
ent and economic unit. If compelled to re- 
duce their herds below this limit, their op- 
erating costs become prohibitive. 

The principal causes.of overgrazing, it is 
noted are early grazing, poor distribution of 
stock, too many stock, and improper hand- 
ling of stock due in part to lack of range 
improvements. Better utilization of the 
range, says the department, will help ranch- 
men to reduce their production costs. Ani- 
mals in good flesh, it is pointed out, usually 
sell to advantage. While no more feed should 
be fed in the winter than is necessary to 
keep stock in a thrifty condition, the depart- 
ment says it is not economy to let animals 
get too thin. It urges that serious consider- 
ation should be given means for increasing 
the calf crop by better management of 
breeding herds. 

This can be done, it is declared, by culling 
non-productive cows, by providing the prop- 
er amount of range to maintain the cattle in 
good flesh, by owning enough good well-bred 
bulls, and by holding the breeding herd in 
small pasture before turning them out on 
the open range. 

On the ranges covered in this study the 
average rate of turnover of capital was very 
low. It was 9.2 per cent on the prairie 
ranches and 13 per cent on the mountain 
ranches. This low turnover was partly due 
to the low prices prevailing for cattle and 
to the fact that cattle were held on the 
ranches for higher prices. Cutting down the 
average age at which cattle are sold, it is 
pointed out, is one effective means of speed- 
ing up the turnover. 

Ranchmen would find it advisable, says 
the department, to distribute their steers 
over a longer season of marketing, to sell 
them as 2-year-olds rather than 3-year-olds, 
and where they are well bred and ranchmen 
have the necessary grass, to let them go to 
market as yearlings or even as calves. If 
these cattle are as fat as possible, and are 
in good condition generally, beef buyers will 
bid on them in competition with feeder buy- 
ers.

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The school for county fair judges held at 
the Ohio State University July 17 and 18 
was a marked success. About seventy-five 
men were present Thursday for the beef cat- 
tle work which was handled by representa- 
tives from the various State Breed Associa- 
tions. J. S. Caldwell, of Chillicothe, Frank 
Turnbull, of Cedarville, represented the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus on the beef cattle committee. 
W. H. Pew and K. C. Ikeler represented the 
Shorthorn breed and Charles Stevenson and 
Ira L. Price represented the Herefords. 

Starting in the forenoon with a discussicn 
lead by Mr. Pew relative to good beef cat- 
tle the point was made that both the produ- 
cer and the butcher must be considered in a 
beef animal. The butcher, of course, looks 
for high dressing percentage and a maxi- 
mum development in the region of high 
priced cuts; but this point if carried too far 


might lead to an animal not satisfactory in 
the feed lot as a good middle is usually as- 
sociated with good feeding qualities but if 
carried to the extreme is a serious handi- 
cap on dressing percentage. Early maturity 
oe sees of form were emphasized 
as being a prime requisite in type to 
before county fair folks. ee 

After working through a ring of steers 
in which the various breeds of beef cattle 
were concerned several rings were placed 
and discussed. In the discussion of the vari- 
ous breeds the same general type was em- 
phasized and of course breed character dif- 
fers between the breeds. Sex character was 
discussed and it was agreed that more em- 
phasis should be placed upon the feminity in 
the cow and masculinity in the bull. 

The new beef cattle classification was dis- 
cussed though it does not effect county fair 
classes this year.

Feeding Them Too Fast. 

The American public came to the rescue 
of live stock producers in no half-hearted 
fashion during the past eighteen months in 
the disposition of their enormous output, 


says The National Provisioner. It is a meat . 


loving public, and its pocketbook permitted 
an indulgence of its appetite. 

But even such a devotee of meat draws 
the line when fed in quantities too exces- 
sive. 

Sales of fresh beef in the past few weeks 
have suffered the effects of a heavy hog 
run, accompanied by cheap pork products, 
and the influence of an increased percentage 
of idleness in the ranks of labor. 

Packers have found themselves facing 
full coolers and a continued generous cattle 
run. This makes a serious situation as beef 
cannot be cured and stored for consumption 
during periods of scarcity, but must be fed 
regularly into the channels of trade in chill- 
ed form. Frozen beef has never found favor 
with the American consumer, and there is 
very limited export outlet for beef products. 

American packers could hardly hope to 
compete in an export market with beef sup- 
plied by fat steers marketed on foot at less 
than one-third the price of fat steers in this 
country. This beef is sold on the European 
market at less than the price of prime steers 
on the hoof in the principal live stock mar- 
kets of the United States. 

It would be helpful if producers could vis- 
ualize the packers’ problems sufficiently 
well to hold back either their hogs or their 
steers until the market is cleared up, rath- 
er than forcing excessive numbers of both 
into the trade. 

_ The kind of marketing recently indulged 
im evidences a very poor understanding or 
appreciation of consumptive demand, and 
little regard for the producers’ market 
ee packers—who are expected to 
” € a good showing in the price paid for 
've stock regardless of the difficulties to 
overcome.

Two Kansas Counties Declared T. B. Free. 

Leavenworth and Harvey Counties, Kan- 
sas, were placed on the list of “modified 
tuberculosis-free areas,” June 20, following 
the tuberculin testing of all cattle in those 
counties. While tuberculosis eradication on 
a county-wide basis-has been conducted in 
numerous Eastern States, the two Kansas 
counties are the first ones in the Corn Belt 
west of the Mississippi River to be pro- 
nounced tuberculosis free. By a petition of 
more than 85 per cent of the cattle owners, 
tuberculin testing began 18 months ago, un- 
der the direction of Dr. N. L. Townsend of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, United 
States Department of Agriculture. Others 
active in the work were E. H. Leker, county 
agent of Leavenworth County, R. L. Cuff, 
live stock commissioner, Kansas City Live 
Stock Exchange, J. H. Mercer, State live 
stock sanitary commissioner of Kansas, and 
numerous public-spirited men and women. 
A favorable sentiment, strengthened by ad- 
dresses and educational motion pictures, fa- 
cilitated the testing. 

The third and last tuberculin test showed 
less than one-tenth of one per cent of the 
cattle in the county to be affected with tu- 
berculosis; this very small percentage meets 
the Federal requirements for a modified ac- 
credited area. Due largely to effective or- 
ganization and the rather large number of 
cattle tested, the cost of applying the test 
averaged only about 10 cents per head. In- 
fection was found on 72 farms, eight of 
which, however, contained 60 per cent of the 
total number of tuberculous cattle. 

Hogs raised in counties designated as 
modified tuberculosis free areas, bring a 
premium of 10 cents per hundredweight ov- 
er those raised in other counties. This prem- 
ium is paid by packers in accordance with 
an agreement with the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Mrs. Cora W. 
Bullard, of Tonganoxie, Kansas, was the 
first resident in the new modified area te 
ship hogs that brought the premium. The 
hogs were bred and fed on Mrs. Bullard’s 
farm. 

In summing up these steps in the progress 
of eradicating tuberculosis in live stock, a 
Kansas City newspaper gives its support by 
declaring, “The United States is a long way 
on the road to total.eradication of animal 
tuberculosis when two Kansas counties go 
out and in less than two years rid their con- 
fines of the bane of tuberculosis in meat 
animals, make their milk supply absolutely 
safe and bring to the swine raisers in the 
county a premium on their hogs.”

There will howev- 
er be a lot of corn that will necessarily have 
to find a market through the feed lot which 
will work to the advantage of not only the 
Western feeder market but to the advantage 
of the lowa farmer as well, as we see it at 
this time.

We Never Know. 

Truly we never know when it pays to ad- 
vertise. Here comes a letter from a gentle- 
man who has been growing Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle on a small scale for many years but 
who retired a year ago and is now looking 
for baby beeves that he may put in his feed 
lots this fall. He says in part: “I have 
been feeding every winter about three car 
loads of steers and among them some Aber- 
den-Angus. While in Nebraska this spring 
[ saw some fine Aberdeen-Angus in the feed 
lots but on account of the short time at hand 
I did not get an opportunity to speak to the 
feeders and learn just where they purchased 
them. Can ‘you give me the names of breed- 
ers who will have baby beeves for sale this 
fall? I want them about 500 pounds and in 
shape to go right along for finishing in 
about four to five months.” So then Mr. 
Reader, you may not think it pays to adver- 
tise, nevertheless the Journal would suggest 
that you at least list what you have to spare 
iu the way of baby beeves with this office. 
The gentleman referred to will no doubt 
purchase three or four cars of calves this 
fall and the Journal is going to help him 
find them. 

Does Not Apply. 

In calling attention to the advertisement 
of Sam H. Hill & Son in the July 7th issue 
of the Journal the cattle were referred to as 
“Range Cattle.”

Periods of depression and prosperity j 
the pure bred cattle industry nd sags Men 
the major cycles of market prices, but with 
a lag of severa] months to a year or more 
the Foundation points out that in the past, 
adversity in the pure bred business has al- 
ways been followed by prosperity, in view 
of which it is logical to expect a similar 
future. A start now when prices are low 
would mean the possession of a surplus 
ready to sell by the time the demand has 
broadened enough to put prices appreciably 
higher. 

Low prices for range cattle have prevail- 
ed since 1919. Scores of cattlemen each 
year have been forced to close out their 
herds in order to pay overdue notes at the 
bank, and others have remained solvent only 
by dint of the utmost economy. The replace- 
ment of bulls has been neglected from neces- 
sity. Where purchases have been made, 
cattlemen have been obliged to content 
themselves with a lower grade of sires than 
they would have used if their finances per- 
mitted. In the cornbelt similar conditions, 
though less intense, have prevailed among 
beef cattlemen. 

The demand for pure bred beef bulls has 
been at low ebb. Average prices have been 
at only a small premium, and sometimes at 
no premium, over market prices. A great 
number of pure breds, both male and fe- 
male, have reached the open market as fat 
steers and heifers. The average prices of 
all breeds of beef buils in 1923 were practic- 
ally the same as in 1922 when they were 
extremely low already. Prices of cows and 
heifers, however, were 20 to 25 per cent low- 
er last year than in 1922. 

Pure bred dairy cattle prices have been 
supported by favorable markets for dairy 
products during 1922 and 1923. Neverthe- 
less declines were registered in the 1923 sale 
prices of pure bred dairy bulls of all ages 
and in cows over three years of age. Dairy 
heifers advanced slightly in price. The rel- 
ative prosperity of the dairy and beef cattle 
industries is revealed in the fact that prices 
o? pure bred dairy cattle have averaged from 
50 to 125 per cent higher than pure bred 
beef animals of the same age groups. — 

Already the worst seems to be over In the 
range industry as values of breeding cows 
are said to be 20 to 40 per cent higher than 
last fall when the industry was in the last 
throes of a period of liquidation which ha 
lasted for four years. The pure bred beef 
cattle industry also is in a more cheerful 
state with sales more readily made although 
values are still low.

England hillsides. What it could and did do 
was to present the side of the beef cattle 
interests. It developed a beef cattle show. 
It interested the boys and girls in the baby 
beef idea. It pointed out how waste land 
could be utilized in producing more and bet- 
ter live stock. It started out to hammer 
everlastingly on the idea that the only prop- 
er way to farm was through the hoof and to 
this it added the belief and backed it up 
that beef cattle could be raised in the East 
rofit. 
“3% idea did not grow in a day. It took 
considerable nursing and careful cultivation 
to bring it to public attention. In the FEast- 
ern States organization were men of vision 
who saw an opportunity for the East if the 
East was ready to grasp it. 

There were breeders and men who had 
been interested in live stock who were pion- 
eers in the movement, who were willing to 
back their judgment with their money and 
effort. Gradually more live stock was noted 
on trips about the countryside. The boys 
and girls and their baby beeves caught the 
popular imagination. Their sales were 
watched with interest and then marvelled at. 

New Englanders, always conservative, 
finally came to the conclusion that there 
might be something to the beef cattle idea 
after all. With native caution however, they 
did not rush in to the scheme pell mell. They 
tried it out gradually. 


All at once the Exposition management 
found it could include carlot showings of 


cattle on its premium lists and that it might 
obtain a few entries. There was some hes- 
itation, but the die had been cast and if the 
plan was to be successful the only thing to 
do was to try it out. 

The results showed the effect of the cam- 
paign. There were two or three scattered 
entries but it was the novelty of the thing 
that was appealing. For the first time in 
more than a quarter century in the East, 
visitors to an agricultural show saw cattle 
penned in stockyards style—live stock that 
had been raised in home territory for home 
consumption. 

Each vear there has been a growing in- 
terest in this section of the cattle division. 
More breeders have gone into beef cattle 
raising. The boys and girls baby beef idea 
has tripled so that there are more than 
three times as many exhibitors as there 
were in 1919. The enthusiasm has been con- 
tagious. 

This year, at the annual fall exposition 
from Sept. 14 to 20, there will be the larg- 
est number of carlot showings in Exposition 
iistory. Already 10 lots have been entered, 
although entries do not close until Wednes- 
day, August 20. Additional pens have been 
constructed. The cattle will be penned in 
true stockyards fashion. They will be judg- 
ed during the show and then will be sold. 

Practically all of the leading beef breeds 
will be represented although Aberdeen-An- 
gus and Herefords will predominate. F. W. 
Burnham, of Greenfield, Mass., has entered 
three carlots of Aberdeen-Angus. L. M. 
Taylor of Millerton, N. Y., has made one en- 
try of Aberdeen-Angus. Samuel Russell, 
Jr., of Middletown, Conn., will show three 
carload lots of Herefords. H. L. Garrigus, 
of Storrs, Conn., will show a single carlot of 
Herefords and Zenas M. Crane, of Dalton, 
Mass., has made two separate entries. 

Competition will be keen and the number 
and quality of the entries has aroused the 
greatest interest among Eastern breeders. 
A special section of the Exposition grounds 
will be given over entirely to this exhibit 
and it is believed that the impetus gained 
through the 1924 showing will increase this 
interest materially. 

The beef cattle side of the live stock in- 
dustry is growing in popularity in the East, 
and the experiment is calling for the closest 
attention among breeders. 


It takes years to build up a pure bred 
herd. The farmer who shops around during 
bargain days will be ready to cash in on big 
profits when the pure bred market returns, 
says The Cattleman. This then appears to 
be the time to lay in foundation herds. Men 
who contemplate going into the beef cattle 
business should begin now the laying of 
plans to patronize the fine string of fall 
sales that will be held.
